It has been quite heartwarming to have so many ,of the Bailey Clan interested 
enough to contribute funds to restore and protect the Bailay Family Cemetery on the’ 
old Bailey estate in Amelia County, Virginia, and information to assemble a listing 
of the descendants of Benjamin Bailey - 1755 to 1813.- the head of the clan. 


The total cost of the cemetery restoration was more than at first anticipated 
because three crumbling white marble stones needed to be replaced. The solite wall 
cost $250; the three stones, $115; clearing the lot, $10, or a total cost of $375, 
Forty-nine contributed sums ranging from $25. to $1. The total contributions came 


to $325.50, leaving a balance of $49.50, some of which has been promised. It would. 


be in order to mention here that the children of Alice Bailey Mottley contributed 
$102 of the $325.50. Thanks to each of you who contributed from the rest of us. 
In addition to the above, the amount of $18.00 was incurred for stencils and paper 
to prepare this listing. 


An expression of appreciation is also due to the various family representa- 
tives who spread the word, collected funds, and prepared family data. Thanks to 
each. Special mention should be made of the several who have gone far beyond the 
call of duty. We extend thanks to: 

(1) Virginia Clarke Norton for typing and duplication of these records. 

(2) Louise Rowlett Wingo and her husband, Clifton Wingo, who shared in the 
planning and supervised the construction of the solite wall enclosing 
the cemetery. 

(3) Virgie Skelton Willis who was a go-between for several-families, and 
who shared many trips to conduct business relative to the project.

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FOREWORD 


This paper is prepared to show one line of descendants of Benjamin Bailey and 
his wife, Ann Elizabeth Watkins, whose son, Jeremiah Bailey, married Mary W. Ander- 
gon. There fs evidence that Jeremiah was not their only child, but he is our 
ancestor, 


A little of the family background of these early ancestors will be in order. 


Family records state that the King of England granted to one of Benjamin 
Bailey’s ancestors a grant of land in Augusta County, Virginia. They are said to 
be of English and Scotch descent. Benjamin Bailey was born in Augusta County in 
1755, was later given two grants of land in Montgomery County where as a young man 
23 years of age, he was sworn in as First Lieutenant of the Virginia Militia in the 
Revolutionary War by the Montgomery County Court on May 13, 1778. He served under 
W. Bobbit according to McAllister's Virginia Militia in the Revolutionary War. 


It is believed that he met Ann Elizabeth Watkins in Chesterfield County, Vir- 
ginia, during the War. They were marriea in 1783, and at the close of the War, 
Benjamin Bailey migrated to Chesterfield County in the general vicinity of "Clover 
Hill Coal Pits." 


Others of our ancestors in these early generations were Jordon Anderson who had 
an interest in the "Clover Hill Pits," his wife Margaret Easter and their daughter, 
Mary W. Anderson. Margaret Easter was born and reared in Mecklenburg County, 
Virginia, near the first Location of the Randolph Macon School for Men. She was 
sister to the famous Methodist preacher John Easter, The Easter home in Mecklen- 
burg County was the center of early Methodism in the State and extended its influ- 
ence to many other counties, including Amelia County. Both of Margaret's brothers, 
John and Thomas, became preachers, 


McTyeire's History of Methodism, page 312, states, "John Easter was the most 
powerful preacher of his day."' The minutes of the church record ten appointments 
which he held. He was the first Methodist preacher assigned to Richmond City, 
date 1784, His eighth appointment in 1789 was Amelia County, Virginia. His family 
connections, including Margaret's descendants became leaders in organizing and 
supporting the Methodist Church in Amelia, too. 


From these Easter ancestors the family inherited a religious fervor which is 
shown by the facts given below. Jeremiah Bailey became a trusteeof a gift of land 
from Mr. Walthall, "a triangular acre more or less, bounded by the Walthall Shop 
and the Five Forks Road in Amelia,''to be a place of worship for Methodism. The 
deed stating these facts is found in Deed Book 27 at Amelia Clerk's Office and 
dated April 4, 1824. He died a year and five days later, apparently leaving the 
work unfinished. 


It appears to be the same spot on which the first tiny chapel for Methodist 
worship was located some time before 1847. 


In 1847, Benjamin Watkins Bailey, Thomas Wilson Rowlett (preacher husband of 
Mary Frances Bailey), and James Anderson <- all members of the family -- became

three of the trustees of the site for the Methodist Trinity Church in Amelia. AIL1 
of Benjamin Bailey's fifteen children are said to have been members of this Church. . 
Some of his descendants have always been leaders there. 


Members of the family, descendants of Mary Frances Bailey Rowlett, have always 
been leaders in Moore's Methodist Church, the first Methodist church in Amelia. 
Jeremiah and his family worshipped there until the Amelia Church was organized. 


The family life span according to the records seems rather remarkable. A 
great many have gone beyond the "three score and ten years," Jeremiah Bailey was 
drowned in a James River spring flood April 9, 1825 at the age of 41 years, nearly 
six months before his youngest daughter was born, Mary Anderson Bailey was 88 
when she died; her daughter Mary Frances Bailey Rowlett lived to be 93. Benjamin 
Watkins Bailey was 85; Ann Elizabeth Bailey Binns, 83; Lily Bailey Skelton, 96; 
and Julian Wallace, 89. 


Among our clan now living are too many who have passed the "three score and 
ten" to name them. However, Lester Wallace is now 92; Robert Royal Barnes is 90 
and quite active; and Cora Bailey Mottley is 90 and going strong. 


The first generation includes Benjamin Bailey and Ann Elizabeth Watkins, Jordon 
Anderson and Margaret Easter; the second generation includes Jeremiah Bailey and 
Mary W. Anderson. 


Notice how often the names Ann, Elizabeth, Watkins, Jordon, Mary and Benjamin 
have been given to their descendants. 


Jeremiah Bailey and his wife Mary Anderson Bailey are buried in the restored 
cemetery on the land they owned in Amelia County, Virginia. 


Many more facts are known and would be interesting, but time and space is

Oscar L. Bailey completed the curriculum of the public schools and was early led to 
formulate definite plans for preparing himself for the profession which has been 
signally honored and dignified by the services of his father, under whose 
preceptorship he gained his initial knowledge of the sciences of medicine and 
surgery. He then was matriculated in the St. Louis college of Physicians and 
Surgeons, in St. Louis, Mo., in which old and well ordered institution he completed 
the prescribed course and was graduated as a member of the class of 1892, with the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine. He served his professional novitiate by engaging in 
practice in his native town, Conehatta, and later was located in Lake, Scott county, 
whence he came to Ocean Springs in 1897, since which time he has been in general 
practice at this place, having built up a large and representative business. He is 
president of the Jackson county medical society, and is also identified with the 
Mississippi State medical association and the American medical association. He 
was one of the promoters and organizers of the Ocean Springs State bank, which 
opened its doors for business March 27, 1905, and which has received a 
representative support from the start. Dr. Bailey is president of the bank, which is 
incorporated with a capital of $15,000, Frederick M. Weed is vice-president, and 
Alfred L. Staples, cashier. The Doctor is a stalwart adherent of the Democratic party, 
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but his interest in public affairs is of a broad and liberal sort and not hedged in by 
partisanship. He is county health officer and holds a similar office for the city of 
Ocean Springs, while he is president of the board of education and is assistant 
acting surgeon in the marine hospital service of the government. He is a Knight 
Templar Mason, a noble of the Mystic Shrine, a member of the Knights of Pythias, 
and the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks, while his religious faith is that of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church. On Jan. 2, 1895, Dr. Bailey was united in 
marriage to Miss Berdie Anderson, daughter of A. R. Anderson, of Edwards, Hinds 
county, Miss., and they have four children, Beryl, Bemiss. Clothilde and Salome.
